No Arguments Needed in this Supreme 
Court Case. 

It was acase before the Uni States 
Supreme Court arising ouc of a custom 
decision, and the counsel arguing against 
the decision of the Custom House was a 
New York lawyer, then for the first time 
before the Supreme Court. The case turn- 
ed mainly upon the question whether an 
article of importation should or should not 
be classd as a sauce. 

The Custom House had called it a sauce 
and taxed it accordingly. The Govern- 
ment maintaired this contention, and, of

When the ~upreme Court came to con- 
sult upon the case their unanimous apin- 
ion was favorable to the eentention of the 
Government, and one of the justices was 
instructed to prepare a decision in favor 
of the Custom Honse. The justice, on re- 
turning home, teld his wife of the 
and indicated the ground of the decision; 
whereupon the !adytold him in = piai: 
words that the justices of the Supreme 
Court did not know what they were talk- 
inz about, and had agreed upon an unjust 
decision.
